House Chiefs Obey 
Senate’s Lead. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING 
Washington, D. C., June 3.—[Spe- 
elal.}—The question of the reduction 
of armament developed today into a 
three-cornered contest.

negotiate an agreement with Great 
Britain and Japan on reduction of 
navy building. The Republican. and 
Democratic leadership in the house 
took a stand today for the extension 
of the proposal to the reduction of mili- 
tary as well ee 
the great powers.

President , While favoring 
the movement, is opposed to any legis- 
lation on the subject at this time, pre- 
ferring a free hand to handle the mat- 
ter in the manner most conducive to 
the advantage of the United States in 
settling certain pending international 
controversies, notably with Japan. 

In deference to the wishes of the 
Prezident, the house excluded the dis- 
armament amendment from the naval! 
appropriation bill. When the matter 
was pressed in the senate, the Presi- 
dent yielded and the Borah amend- 
ment was included. 

When the bill came back to the hovse 
today the Democrats raised an outcry 
over the position of coolness to the 
proposition in which the house had 
been placed. Acting Minority Leader 
Garrett moved that thet house con- 
forces be instructed to accept the 
Borah amendment, broadened to in- 
clude all powers on both naval and 
land disarmament.

So I beg pardon for say- 
ing “a heaping cup” when I intended 
to say a heaping tablespoon of coffee 
berries would do for making coffee am- 
brosia fot four.

To make this in summer it 
is much better to use the agar, or 
what used to be put out as “ vegetable 
gelatin.”
